The Social-Democr&tic Candidates and their Cross-County Tours. 


The all-sweeping toure of the national .Social-Dcrooeratie candidates, Debs and Hanford, are the marvel 
of the cohorts of capitalism in the various cities nt whith they speak. Crush audiences everywhere. 
Enthusiasm the capitalist parties cannot match! .A rising tide—a ground swell that does not stop swel¬ 
ling. whereas, the old parties are wailing over Ihe apathy of the public and the poor attendance at their 
meetings. There is consternation in their ranks. When an old warrior like ex-Post Jlaster Den. Vilas 
cannot pack a Milwaukee theater, for instance, things look blue for a long ixintinuance of the plutocratic 
control of government. .Speaking of Milwaukee, Vico Presidential candidate Fairbanks* of the Republi¬ 
cans, and Vice Pre.sidcntial candi latc Hanford of tlic Social-Democrats, both held meetings there Oct. 
15. Fairbanks spoke in a theater that only accomodated less than 2,OiiO, with seats for 1.800, and the 
daily press printed columns about it. Hanford spoke in Sehlitz Park Hall to a vast concourse which 
even the ultra-capitalistic Alilwaukec Sentinel estimated at 4,000 people, and yet dismissed it with a report 
that did not cover more than a sixteentli of a column! 

As the national campaign continues, enthusiasm glows and our candidates are received with ever- 
increasing crowds and enthusiasm. Debs bears the .strain well and Hanford is in better conditi -ii now 
than for some time past. The big meeting of the past fortnight was the great Auditorium meeting in 
Chicago. The Chicago Evening Post became panicky and said editorially: 

“Last night at the Auditorium Eugene V. Debs spoke to 4,000 Socialists, every one of whom 
seemed to have lungs of leather. There was enthusiasm hack of the yells which greeted the speaker. 
There was nothing cut and dried about the gathering. Every man in the great audience paid for his 
scat. He was willing to give up his money that he might hear expounded what he considers to be 
principles. 

The Socialists in the United States form a body that is to bo rik-koncd with—and should be re¬ 
ckoned with now, not tomon*o,w or next week or next year, but now.. The greater political partiea 
ignore Socialism. Heretofore the .Socialist vote has cut little figure. There is a future, and unless 
apathy give plaix: to action there must needs be a struggle for the preservation of the principles upon 
which sane government is founded. 

■ The Socialists are a tireless force. They are nt their guns day and night. .In aclire enemy it 
not to be detpited. The Socialists are campaigning twelve months of the year. Their operations are 
not confined to the election periods. Xcarly every country newspaper tells of the presence in tlie vil¬ 
lage coibmunities of traveling Socialist orators. The people listen to them. One person may he con¬ 
vinced. He becomes a propagandist. Xo Socialist ever is known to stop talking while he can get some 
one to listen. His orders are to talk, and he-doet iallc. ’Tlie men who believe Socialism to be siili- 
versive of all that is good in government should learn a leason from the methods of the enemy... 

Hanford the Socialist is not unobservant. Referring to the trusts in his .Auditorium speecli last 
night he said that the most remarkable trust of the year ia the tru«t of William Jennings Bryan in 
Alton Brooks Parker.” 

The italics are ours. In his address Coniradc Debs said, among other things: ' 

In the competitive system we are pitted against each other. Our economic interests are in conflict. 
We make war upon ea<;h other. Wc do not ilevelop those qualities that dignify and glorify human 
nature. We do develop tooth and fang and claw’; cunning at the expense of conscience. X() one un¬ 
derstands this better than the business man. Xo one mistrusts the business man more than the busi¬ 
ness man. It is his rnle to treat every nun as a rogne rnitil he proves himself otherwise, and never to 
give-him a rhance to prove otherwise, for that might he hU own undoing. (Applause.) 

It was Emerson who once sqid that if you will trace to its other end the chain that fetfers the 
slave yon will find, tbai it is riveteil to the wrist of its master. Morally speaking, tlie master eannot 
rise far above the level of his slave. They are irrevocably bound together. The slave ia in rev.ilt; he 
has got to keop-in subjection. The miisler is near the level of the slave. He may have a callous eon- 
science, he may wear good cloUiea and fare^sumptnoiuly, bnt he is in no true sciisc a civilixed Unman 
lieing. Hi.4 brain is thronmd with problems ho»* to make larger divideniK how to secure greater pro¬ 
fit "nio more be gets the hungrier he grows. He falls, and falls at last a victim to the capitalist sys¬ 
tem. He gets rich in the worldly sease; in e-t-ty other sense he remains a pauper. Do the capitalists 
load complete lives? What do they know outside of tlie rples of exjiloitation? How maay (upitalists 
arc there in the t'ty of Chicago who can give a scientific definition of the term “capital”?' How many 
can intelligently define themselves, or have ever read a standard book on political economy, or know 
anything Aoai the histoty of their own country or anything about literature, ocienoe, art? How manv 
of them have time to contemplate the stars of the ayriai' wonder of Ihe univerae? How many of 
them riac above the animal plane, stand erect in the majev.ty of true man hood and give expremion to 
their own hnneat convictions? A very small part of tb^ ’They go to their homes, but they do not 
hear che loving voice of the wife, the prattle of the child, the ezuoning of the baby—sweeter * music 
than the minslielsy of the moat gifted musician. They are engaged in this bewtly, brutalizing struggle 
for. mastery over their fellow men. ■■*...

Says I..aurcnee Gronlund, in Iiis 
hook “('a Ira’’: “It can lie said of 
the plutocrats of all countries, that 
they have been weighod in the bal¬ 
ance and. everywhere found wanting. 
Xowhere have they paid the least 
attention to their duties ns rulers, 
hut everywhere they have used the 
opportunities which their rule, gave 
[them to farlher their private inter- 
lests exclusively. Tliat is so wall 
shown by that eminently middIn 
k'lass, or plutoeratie institution, the 
public debt.

W'c take the'following jy:m from tho great speech which Ben. Hanford made: 

We Socialists propose a system in which all of the citizens will belong to the working class. We 
propose a sociejy in which a man who will not work neither shall he eat.

Duplicity of the Piute Press on “Rise in Wa^ges 


EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 


"The ATgnmenta bom of dreiuni most be met with the argumenU 
bora of mason,” says the Chicago Evening Post, on ita editorial page, 
in speaking of the tremendoua ^cial-Democratio rally at the Andi- 
torinm in that city, where the party, charged admission and collected 
a tho.uand dollara for ita oampnira fond. But where haa the capi- 
tnlUt politician an argument based on reaaon? Hia argumenta are 
baaed on the philoaophy • of plunder and the fleecing of the workers by 
the capitalist ajatem. About all he ia able to ppt up as an .argument 
ia that the country is proaperoua when the workers are in rag«t 

In a report of Deba’ Denver address kindly sent na by Copirade 
Ida Mercer of that city, vye And the following significant item'; “A 
Miaaonri Democrat who was preamt and who has heard all the presi¬ 
dential and vicc-prefidential candidates daring several campaigna pr^ 
nounced it the greatest speech he had ever heard.” The fact ia that it 
is the Social-Democrats who have a message for the people,tiiat is vital. 
The average high-np campaign address ia full of matters that alone 
concern the master class and it is pretty hard for tte representatives 
of the "common trash” to keep attentive as listenersi although some of. 
them by a atretch of the nsual aclf-deception that accompanies the 
genua homo trough life try to feel that they have been listening to 
aomething great But that atretch of self-deception will eeass, as soon 
as the^ get a chance to hear Social-Democrats discuss vital questions, 
and it is ceasing already. 

The Standaiy Oil company has been forced from its customary 
silence under attack and has 8(>nt ont a dispatch to the capitalist press 
drying that “it is true that the Standard Oil company, John D. 
Bockefelier nor any officer of the Standard Oil company has taken part 
in securing the nomination of any candidate for office, as ia so positively 
stated. Furthermore, it is entirely untrue that there is any ‘Standard 
Oil party’ banded together for speculation in stocks as ia so commonly 
charged.” 

A New York despatch throws some light on this. It says: 

New York, Oct. 22.—Aroused by the chsr^ of Thomas W. Law- 
son of Boston that Standard Oil, with its millions and ita monster 
muhine of business, supplied the money for the nomination of Al¬ 
ton B. Parker for the Presidency and has planned to buy several 
stales at the coming election. Democratic national leaders are dis¬ 
cussing the feasibiUty of issning a reply to the assertions made by 
the Boston multi-millionaire. 

But please note that it is Standard Oil that makes the reply, which 
iroold ten(i to corroborate Mr. Lawson’s claim of its intimacy with the 
Democratic party. ' . 

Lawson’s charge ia a pretty direct one and has a look of truth. In 
the November issue of Everybody’s Magazine he says that he intends to 
vote for Koosevelt, not because Boosevclt has no bail friends in Frenzied 
Finance circles, but because Standard Oil and Boosevelt are at onta. 
Ho says that Boosevelt refused to fall in with some of the Standard 
Oil’s schemes for running the government and that, the Standard Oil 
put him on its blacklist, H. H. Rogers, the dominant head of the 
Standard Oil, was furious. "If I havo listened once have twenty 

times,” says Mr. Lawson, “while Mr. Bogers raved at ‘at that-* 

well, I won’t use his exact language; it would be respectful to our pre¬ 
sident.” It is an indi^ty, he says, to have to vote for a ipsu like 
Boosevelt, Who is the friend of "Gas” Addicks, a high finance sroun- 
drcl of the deepest die, and he wouldn’t if this were an ordinary na¬ 
tional election. Addicks, by the way, is a member of the Bepublican 
National Committee I .^ter the clash with Boosevelt, he says, Mr. 
Bogers’ able brain was wc.rking day and night, first to get John Hay to 
run against Boosevelt, next Boot, then Uncle Mark Hanna; but was 
compelled to fall back on a more dangerous and expenaive plan. He 
sized up a largo number of available men in the Democratic party who 
would DO Standard Oil presidents if elected. Parker was the one hit 
on.

Louis convention, and wo all know he npset their plans in the com¬ 
mittee, but we also know it took but the pressure of one finger on one 
button at 26 Broadway rjid the gold telegram episode to put things 
back into the. smooth running groove.”

’The writer has watched for some 
time the frantic efforts of the ^lil- 
waukee Sentinel to . prove that 
wages, meaning workingmen’s 
wages, have increased in a greater 
proportion than living expenses 
since 1897. 

For instance; 

1) In an edito^al in the Issue of 
Sept 7th the Sentinel quotes C. D. 
Wright’s reports as follows: 

Increase of hourly wages in 1903 
over 1897 — 16.8%. 

Increase of weekly wages in 1903 
over 1897 = 13.2%. 

Increase in living expenses in 
1903 over 18‘J7 = 14.5%. 

From these reports the Sentinel 
draws the conclusion that the worfl- 
ingman was better oft in 1903 than 
in 1897, because his hourly wages 
increased 16.8 per cent and his liv¬ 
ing expenses incAased only 14.5 
per cent.
